Oceanic Messages. 

BERLIN, July %.—The German wire- 
less telegraphy company, which was re 
cently organized through the ama!gama- 
tion of the Slaby and Braun systems, has 
issued a statement regarding Sig. Mar- 
coni’s utterances on the possibility of the 
German company’s intercepting Marcon! 
messages in England. 

Marconi's opinion that such interception 
can only occur if the German company’s 
stations are erected in England, is, it Is 
declared, erroneous.

Ex-Convicts and Other Sympathizers 
Are Helping the California Des- 
peradoes to Escape. 


FUGITIVES AVOID BATTLE 


Brave Woman Penetrates Their Posi- 
tion, Learns Their Numbers and 
Reports Information to Posse. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUBURN, Cal., July 30.—Having escaped 
through the cordon of pursuers with which 
it was thought to surround them, the fu- 
gitive convicts from Folsom prison have 
succeeded in avoiding a pitched battle with 
the militia and the convicts are still at lib- 
erty. 

There has been considerable firing be- 
tween pursuers and pursued, but whether 
any of the convicts has been hit is not 
known. 

The last courier reported that the party 
has divided into two squads, eight of the 
convicts remaining together, and the other 
three traveling in a different direction. 

Sheriff Bosquit telephoned from Placer- 
ville last night that eignt of the convicts 
had been traced to Black Hawk Canyon, 
und the other three to Pilot Hil. 

The sheriff gave the startling informa- 
tion that several ex-convicts and sym- 
pathizers had mingled with the posse and 
were uiding the escape by supplying them 
with food and ammunition. 

The eight crossed the American river late 
Wednesday afiernoon and when last seen 
today, were in the vicinity of Greenwood, 
Which is omly nine miles from Auburn. 
The militia and the sheriff's posses were 
following them. 

In the heavily wooded and rocky country, 
it is almost impossible to follow the fugi- 
tives, who have only to keep out of 
sight when hunters draw near, and press 
forward when the coast is clear. t is 
only when they appear in the open that 
their location is defined.

IDAHO SPRINGS, Colo., Juiy 30.—After 
a meeting of business men last night, 300 
citizens of Idaho Springs went to the city 
jail and took 14 of the men arrested in 
connection with the blowing up of the Sun 
and Moon Mine buildings last night, t6ok 
them to the city limits and told them to 
leave the place and never return 

The men driven out include Howard Tre- 
siddel, president of the local union; A. D. 
Alcott, vice-president; George Becker. sec- 
retary; Peter Bender, treasurer, and two 
or three members of the executive com- 
mittee. ‘ 

All the others are prominent members of 
the union. 

Some of the men complained that they 
had no money, and a purse was made up 
for them. 

Everything was done !n an orderly man- 
ner, and not a rough word or act was in- 
dulged in toward the men. At the meeting 
at which the action was detertnined upon, 
it is said, fully 80 per cent of the city’s 
business was represented.

HAD GRIEVANCE TO SETTLE 


Victim of Assault Refused to Run Aft- 
er Mrs. Lamar’s Dog When It 
Leaped From Carriage.

NEW YORK, July 3%.—David Lamar, 
Wall street sapeculator and owner of fast 
horses, 1s alleged by Inspector McClusky 
to have been in close touch with a gang 
og Bowery thugs, heaced by the notorious 
‘Monk’ Eastman, who assaulted James 
McMahon, Tamar's former coaachman, 
three weeks ago, at Long Branch, N. J. 
Eastman and Joseph Brown are under ar- 
rest awaiting extradition to Long Branch. 

Inspector McClusky has found that the 
proposition to ‘“‘do up’’ McMahon was first 
made to a prize fighter known as “Bert,” 
who is a frequenter of various tenderloin 
resorts. 

Vhe prize fighter declined the job, and 
Eastman was suggested as a likely man 
for the task. 

James McGill. bartender for the Ameri- 
can Hotel, at Long Branch, who picked out 
the pictures of Eastman and Brown in the 
rogue’s gallery, has. told Inspector Mc- 
Clusky that Lamar took them with two 
others to the hotel, gave orders that they 
were to have carte blanche in food, drinks 
and cigars and that he would pay thelr
